‘to be cruel to animals, and 
try to protect animals fro 
being used in medical — 
experiments, or from bein; 
killed for their fur, or frot 
mistreated in any way 
owners. Some animal, nts 
activists also think it’s wrong to 
use animals in any way for food 
or clothing. (Did you notice that 
Eve Pumice-Stone’s clothes 
were made of leaves, not animal 
skins?) 


Animal experimentation is one 
of the main issues in the animal 
rights movement. Animals have 
been used in scientific and 
medical research for hundreds 
of years. Antibiotics, vaccines, 


and new surgical techniques that 


have saved millions of human 
lives were developed by using 
animals in research 
experiments, But often these 
experiments cause suffering or 
death to the animals. Just in the 
United States there are 
between 20 million and 

100 million animals used in 
experiments every yeart
